Educator and author Vivian Paley has said that 
teachers, more than those in any other profession, 
are in the position to build a little universe, the 
kind they would like the world to be.

Whenever I look out any window of my house, 

1 am always in awe of the solidity and strength of 
the towering oak trees 1 see, knowing they began 
as tiny acorns. The trees have demolished metal 
terrace furniture, cracked stones, and deeply 
dented the lawn when they have fallen. Yet most 
days they are very much alive, swaying in the 
wind with grace and flexibility. Our goal with 
students, so full of promise, is to provide a rich 
environment for growth, one which nurtures 
their eagerness for solid knowledge, builds their 
strength in habits of mind and heart, develops 
their grace when disappointed or unsure, and 
increases their flexibility in thinking and analyzing. 


We encourage growth in many areas - in acade¬ 
mics, arts, and athletics, of course, but also in 
spirit. North Shore has always believed good 
education focuses on the promise of the whole 
child becoming an adult who feels a responsibili¬ 
ty to make a difference in the world, one who is 
committed to the school’s motto, “Live and Serve.” 
University of Chicago professor Mihaly 
Csikszentmihalyi, in his most recent book, 
“Creativity: Flow and the Psychology of 
Discovery and Invention,” has examined the 
lives of nearly 100 people who have made a 
difference in the world. They are people who 
have spent their lifetimes using their creativity 
in a range of fields, from physics to music. For 
Csikszentmihalyi, their creativity is counted 
because it “adds something to culture and society.” 
Because we want our students to add something 
to culture and society, we encourage them to 
develop their own ideas and abilities, to speak 
up, to ask questions, to persevere, to challenge 
their teachers as well as themselves, and most 
of all to be themselves. We expect students to be 
actively involved in their own education, so that 
school goes beyond the acquisition of a body of 
knowledge. Education is not something that is 
merely done to them, but something that is their 
own and of value to them - not just for getting 
into college, but for its process and its part in 
helping them become the 
best people they can be. 

Everybody’s somebody at 
North Shore, and as you 
read through this issue of 
the bulletin, you’ll find 
many examples - among 
faculty, alumni, and of 
course, among students.

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Echidnas on Kangaroo Island

A 's the recipient of the Wavering Sabbatical for the 
spring 1996 term, 1 traveled to Kangaroo Island 
off the south coast of the Australian state of South 
Australia to participate in a volunteer project for 
Earthwatch, a worldwide non-profit organization 
that matches willing volunteers with field research 
scientists who need help with data collection. I joined four other 
volunteers for a project called ‘Echidnas on Kangaroo Island.’ 

Though Echidnas are not well known in the U.S., the North 
Shore Community now knows all about the elusive and solitary 
egg laying mammal due to two Morning Ex. presentations l 
gave last fall. Roughly the size of a small raccoon, the echidna 
is a native of Australia and dates back to the time of the 
dinosaurs. It is one of only three egg laying mammals (the 
platypus being the most commonly known of the three). It 
looks a bit like a hedgehog with a pointed snout and has hard 
quills along with fur. Its jaw is not hinged, and the mouth only 
allows a six-inch tongue to slip out and bring in ants. 

Dr. Peggy Rismiller, the research scientist who is gathering data 
on the echidna in the first long-term project for the species, is 
trying to determine whether echidnas are thriving or merely 
surviving by monitoring their eating and mating habits along 
with habitat and temperature ranges. She has attached radio 
transmitters to all of the echidnas found on the research site of 
about 2000 acres on Kangaroo Island. Two echidnas have also 
been fitted with internal temperature transmitters to record 
their wide temperature range which is from 64 to 92 degrees. 

1 spent my time tracking the echidnas with a receiver held high 
above my head while climbing about in the bush with my 
colleagues noting specific habitat and locating these noiseless

creatures each day. I brought in an echidna who had lost her 
antenna and helped to weigh and change the battery on another 
echidna. I spent three nights in a small tent waking every 30 
minutes to take remote temperature data as we did 24-hour 
continuous collection for four days on two different occasions 
during my stay Because the echidnas cannot bite, and the wild 
kangaroos are not aggressive, 1 felt quite safe alone several kilo¬ 
meters from the base camp. Rooby, a tame gray kangaroo who 
had been the survivor of a car accident, was my companion on 
several of my outings, hopping along more easily in the bush 
than 1 and reminding me what a fabulous experience l was 
having. The weeks flew by, but the memories, and hopefully 
the data I collected, will live on. 1 certainly had an experience 
that was unique and interesting beyond my expectations. 1 feel 
closer to the earth and more caring toward her frailties. I am 
grateful for the opportunity that North Shore Country Day 
provided as 1 ventured Down Under to study the elusive 
echidnas of Kangaroo Island.

Anderson Ranch Arts Center: 
Connecting Education 
and Curriculum

( received a Parents’ Association summer study grant 

which enabled me to spend an intensive five days at the 
Anderson Ranch Arts Center in Snowmass, Colorado. 
During my stay 1 experimented with a wide variety of 
hands-on techniques designed to integrate curriculum 
with art discipline needs. Through courses ranging from paint¬ 
ing and drawing, ceramics, woodworking, photography and 
digital imaging, to creative artists’ and children’s workshops, 1 
explored multiple pathways to problem solving. Polaroid trans¬ 
fers, photo transfers, plastic re fabrication, paper making, basket 
molding, and water based silk screen were a few of the process¬ 
es with which I was able to experiment. 

The professor of the workshop, Angelique Acevedo, (recipient 
of the 1993 Disney American Teacher Award for best Visual 
Arts teacher in the Nation), is often confronted with limited 
budgets at her school. She therefore uses her creativity and 
imagination on a large scale to develop significant projects 
using donated, recycled and affordable materials. She illustrated 
many of her ideas in class for a group from a vast array of back¬ 
grounds. My roommate, a middle school English teacher from 
Colorado Springs, was interested in integrating art activities 
into her curriculum. Our neighbor was a professor from Kenyon 
College learning to teach a new class in digital imaging. With 
the studio open until 11 p.m., I began working late into the 
evening to experiment with materials and techniques in depth.

Flamenco!

was delighted to be awarded a Parents’ Association 
Grant to study the history and practice of Flamenco 
Dance in Spain. 


My tour began in Barcelona, where I studied at La Casa 
Andaluz, a neighborhood center dedicated to the people and 
culture of Andalucia, the region where Flamenco originated. As 
I traveled throughout Spain and began to study with different 
instructors in different cities and regions, it became obvious to 
me that the Sevillana, one of the most popular traditional fla¬ 
menco dances, could be interpreted in many ways. Each time I 
became fluent in one section of the Sevillana, a new instructor 
in a different city would show me an alternate way of executing 
the dance. Flamenco dancing requires not only an understand¬ 
ing of the appropriate steps, but it also requires an ability to lis¬ 
ten very carefully to the rhythm and feeling in the music. 
Flamenco is not only an intricate form of dance, it is an art 
form which incorporates music, song and dance to express the 
passionate emotions and pride of a people and their culture. 


In addition to the intricate foot work required in Flamenco 
dance, some dances call for the use of castanets, or castanue- 
las, as an accompaniment to the already dizzying choreogra¬ 
phy. This requires an incredible amount of coordination since 
the rhythms for the footwork and castanets are often different. 

The elaborate and beautiful costumes are another exciting 
aspect of Flamenco. The dresses worn by the female dancers are 
breathtaking. The performance, or tablao flamenco, I attended 
at Los Gallos, a flamenco club in Sevilla, was filled with beauti¬ 
ful and ornate costumes. I had a great time visiting the 
Flamenco shops in Spain and trying on Flamenco dresses, 
shawls and hair pieces, or mantillas . Most of the dresses cost at 
least $500, and the finest designs and materials cost up to sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars. As I tried on various styles, I was 
astounded by the weight of these dresses. Flamenco requires a 
tremendous amount of coordination, as well as the ability to 
dance in very heavy costumes! 

1 was thrilled to 
return to North 
Shore and share 
my experiences 
with the school 
community during 
a Morning Ex 
presentation.

Did You Know? 


I n advance of the real thing, North Shore held an elec¬ 
tronic mock presidential election on November 1. An 
electronic voting booth was established on the School’s 
main World Wide Web page for students, faculty and 
staff to cast their ballots. In an effort to provide the 
community with information on which to base votes, students 
in Susan Theiss’s senior seminar posted position papers about 
national issues debated during the campaign. The papers set 
out the candidates’ positions and discussed both the pros and 
cons of their policies on issues such as immigration, tax cuts, 
crime, health and economics. 

0 Seniors Katharyn Jeffreys and Matt Kelly have been 
named Commended Students in the 1997 National Merit 
Scholarship Program. The National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation is honoring approximately 35,000 students 
throughout the nation for their exceptional academic promise. 
Jeffreys and Kelly placed among the top 5 percent of more than 
one million students who entered the 1997 Merit Program. 

0 Technology Coordinators Allan Stern and Vincent Vrotny 
gave a joint presentation at the Annual Conference of the 
Illinois Computing Educators (ICE) held in Addison, Illinois in 
November. Over 750 computing educators from both public 
and private schools attended the conference. Stern and Vrotny, 
who have hosted sessions at the annual conference each year 
since joining the faculty, were selected as presenters because 
of the innovations in technology at North Shore. The session 
conducted by Stem and Vrotny, entitled “What We Did on Our 
Summer Vacation,” focused on the technology infrastructure 
put in place at the School, the redesign of curriculum in Lower, 
Middle and Upper Schools, and examples of technology-driven 
school projects including the Hot Chocolate House. 

0 The parents of seventh grade students of Jim Leesch and 
Pete Nelson met Einstein, Chuck Yeager, Robert Heinlein, 
Martin Luther King, Jr., Jim Henson, and many other “explor¬ 
ers” last fall. As part of a unit on exploration, each seventh 
grade student selected a figure from history, whom they 
admired and viewed as an explorer, to research in depth. The 
culmination of the project was a “Night of the Explorers” exhib¬ 
it during which the parents spoke with and asked questions of 
the students who had assumed the personae of the explorers. 
Parents then tried to determine, based on their conversations 
with the explorers, who each student was portraying. This 
annual seventh grade event allows 
parents an opportunity to interact 
one-on-one with, and to leam 
from, students.

Dr. Peter Griffin, a British and 
European Historian and professor at 
the University of Strasbourg, France, 
lectured in Upper School history 
classes during the week of January 
13-17.

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In Memoriam: Carol Abelmann 


C arol Abelmann taught first grade at North Shore for 25 
years until her sudden death on September 1, 1996. 

.Carol was tragically killed in an automobile accident 
while returning home from a weekend in Wisconsin 
with her husband and daughter. 

Head of School Julie Hall wrote in a memorial piece about Carol, 

“She loved the school, she loved being a teacher here, and she loved 
every first grader who ever walked into her room. To students Carol 
Abelmann always made learning seem like a treat, to parents Carol 
was a gifted teacher who believed in the giftedness of all children, 
and to colleagues, Carol was a respected master teacher.” 

North Shore was an extension of Carol’s family. Her own three 
children, Tom 75, Jonathan ’80 and Mary ’83 are graduates of the 
school. Generations of Carol’s former students recall her as part of 
their family. One current parent wrote of Carol in reference to her son, 

“Whatever in this world he becomes, a large part of the credit will go 
to Carol.” Carol’s dedication and demeanor have left profound, lasting 
impressions on everyone who had the good fortune of knowing her. 

On May 7th at 3:00 p.m. there will be a celebration at the school to honor Carol’s memory. Students, alumni, parents, 
faculty and staff will share poems, letters and music followed by the traditional Maypole Dance. We will also present 
the Abelmann family with a scrapbook of mementos including letters, photos, drawings, and poems. If you would like 
to contribute to the collection, please mail material to the attention of Sharon Dole. Many friends of Carol Abelmann 
have already made gifts in her memory to the school. We hope to establish a $50,000 endowment fund to be used for 
professional development.

A Students Remembrance

North Shore suffered a tremendous loss with the 
tragic death of first grade teacher Carol Abelmann. 
All those who knew her loved and admired her. 
There was absolutely nothing negative about Mrs. 
Abelmann. She excelled as a teacher, not only 
because of her excellent teaching ability, but also 
because of the genuine love she felt for each and 
every student. That love motivated her to be the best 
teacher she could be. That love was the key to her 
success as a teacher. She wanted each and every stu¬ 
dent to succeed in life, and she recognized that her 
role, even at the early stage of the first grade, was to 
guide her students to success in life. 

I first met Mrs. Abelmann while attending kinder¬ 
garten. She would allow the kindergarten students to 


come play in her classroom, sharing the village she 
had set up for her own class. I remember this village 
had a post office, police station, and grocery store 
among other points of interest. 1 also remember that 
I could not wait to be in first grade so that I could be 
in Mrs. Abelmann’s class; I could already tell that she 
would be a unique and remarkable teacher. Soon 
enough the next year arrived and fulfilled my expec¬ 
tations. Mrs. Abelmann was an energetic and caring 
teacher. She always allowed each of us to work at 
our own pace in an individual manner such as 
allowing Jonathan Reinsdorf and Andy Meyers to 
excel in math. I tended to be more of a shy child at 
this age, but Mrs. Abelmann exercised great patience 
with me and always took the time to encourage me 
to interact with others. 
















Mrs. Abelmann was more than just a teacher to me; 
she became a friend whom 1 would keep in touch 
with throughout the years. During Middle School, 

I had the good fortune to have Mrs. Abelmann as a 
teacher once again. At that time, personal computers 
were just coming out. Mrs. Abelmann was among 
the first at North Shore to recognize their potential, 
and she became one of the school’s first computer 
teachers. For two summers she taught me program¬ 
ming on the original Apple computers. I was excited 
to be her student once again. 

In my junior and senior years, I was presented with 
an excellent opportunity that only North Shore 
could offer. I used some of my free time to teach 
computer side-by-side with Mrs. Abelmann and the 
parent volunteers. Although I was teaching with Mrs. 
Abelmann, I continued to be her student, learning 
the skills of teaching and interacting with young 
minds. These skills continue to help me, even now, 
as I begin to raise my own child.

My graduation from North Shore was an introspective 
experience for me. I had spent thirteen years at one 
school and was about to leave for a college twelve 
hours away in Virginia. 1 approached this impending 
experience with both excitement and apprehension. 
As my last school year came to a close, I volunteered 
to present the senior speech at the annual Lower 
School closing. I had attended that closing myself 
six times and had vivid memories of admiring the 
seniors who seemed so old, wise, and mature. Now 
I was about to be that senior, but I did not feel old, 
wise or mature. I struggled to write a speech that I 
wanted to be perfect. This was to be my opportunity 


to bid farewell and to 
thank an institution 
that so far represent¬ 
ed my entire life. My 
speech had to 
embody my feelings . 
for the school as well 
as what the school 
had given me to pre¬ 
pare for life.

As I tried to 
imagine the perfect symbol of these qualities, my 
choice became obvious: Mrs. Abelmann. I began the 
speech discussing the unique qualities of the school, 
and 1 ended by concluding how Mrs. Abelmann did, 
in fact, represent all these qualities. After the closing, 
Mrs. Abelmann approached me with tears as well as 
a smile. I thanked her for all she had given me over 
the years. A few days later I received a thank you 
letter from her that I still have today. 

During my five year reunion at North Shore, my 
wife, Carol, and I walked though the lower school 
early Saturday morning. Mrs. Abelmann was in her 
classroom hanging pictures and cleaning the first 
grade village that I remembered so well. I introduced 
Carol to Mrs. Abelmann who could not believe that I 
was old enough to be married. 

Three years later, on April 19, 1996, my first child, 
Cathryn Elizabeth, was born. Carol and I were 
planning to be in Chicago a couple of weeks after 
Labor Day. I was specifically planning to stop by 
North Shore to introduce Mrs. Abelmann to 
Cathryn. However, a couple of days after Labor 
Day, Bill Ake ’88 called me at work to let me know 
that Mrs. Abelmann was gone. 

I knew Mrs. Abelmann for over twenty years. She 
was my teacher and my friend. She was an inspiration 
to everyone she taught. Her death was a devastating 
loss to the school. She had so many other young 
lives to touch and lessons to teach with her caring 
manner and warm smile. Yet in her death she taught 
one final lesson: life is precious and unpredictable 
and therefore needs to be lived to the fullest.

North Shore is New Again for 
Alumni/Current Parents

I n second and third grades mysterious stomach aches kept 
me home from school. When 1 enrolled at North Shore in 
fourth grade, they stopped. By eighth grade, if I could 
sneak past my mother, I occasionally came to school with 
a fever. At that age, 1 had no understanding of the tenets 
of Progressive Education, but at a gut level, 1 understood 
very well - North Shore made learning engaging and fun! 

The North Shore Country Day School was and continues to be 
a very special place, because it strives to support and develop 
the multiple talents of each student within a caring community. 
Students are not allowed to develop just their strengths, they 
must also work on those things they think they cannot do or 
fear to do. Even the smartest kids have to risk the athletic fields, 
while the tone-deaf have to participate in chorus and opera. 

This philosophy gives a balance to each class; everyone has a 
chance to be good at something and to be recognized for it. 

I feel very fortunate that two of our children were able to attend 
North Shore. They were given many opportunities to expand 
their skills and to build confidence in new and challenging 
areas. And of equal importance, they were held responsible if 
things didn’t get done as planned or as well as required. It 
was deeply satisfying to watch them tackle familiar NSCDS 
challenges such as Mirror, Field Elockey and Opera. 

One of North Shore’s greatest assets is its faculty. The faculty 
are interested in the subjects they teach, and they encourage 
students to become lifelong learners. North Shore’s faculty 
attempt to challenge their students and expand the edges of 
their knowledge. They encourage students to use areas of 
strength as a springboard to improve and develop skills in 
other areas. They hold each student accountable for their 
education and for being a contributing community member. 

As a parent, 1 have come to appreciate the power of the School’s 
community. North Shore’s community is different from the 
intense peer pressure usually found in high schools. It includes 
a multi-aged community consisting of students from kinder¬ 
garten through twelfth grade (complete with buddy system), 
teachers and parents. Parents have the ability to meet and see 
in action their children’s friends and classmates.
